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PREFACE. 



There are many works on materia medica — some large and 
some small. The larger works contain everything in the way of 
a symptom that was ever known — reliable, unreliable, doubtful, 
visionary and worthless; all mixed together in a bewildering mass, 
which confuses the most expert — the smaller works containing 
some more and some less of the more prominent and reliable 
symptoms, compiled mostly from the larger works, and re-arranged 
without reference to critical study of drug characteristics or original 
source of symptoms, being a mere abridgment of the older and 
larger works. There is a necessity as well as a demand for something 
different and better. A revision, based upon critical study of original 
sources and of drug characteristics and pathogenacy, of every symp- 
tom found in all materia medicas, society reports and in periodicals 
published during the past twenty-five years, is required. In this 
revision all doubtful, visionary and worthless symptoms should be 
rejected. Every reliable and characteristic pathogenetic symptom, 
and such clinical symptoms as have been repeatedly verified and 
generally regarded and accepted as reliable, should be accepted 
and published for the guidance and use of the profession. 

For nearly fifteen years the author of this work has devoted 

almost his entire time to the study of materia medica, and in 

searching for and selecting just such symptoms as are referred to 

above for the Concordance Repertory. It was suggested, directly 

(5) 
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after the commencement of the work, by a well-known physician, 
that " the text of our materia inedica is not so well settled as that 
of the Bible." It was considered that, if such is the case, it is the 
fault of materia medica writers, and should be "settled " as soon 
as possible by some competent man. Every drug has the natural 
power of producing some symptom or class of symptoms peculiar 
to itself. That power is unchangeable. It is the same now as it 
was in the beginning, and as it ever will be ; and if a statement of 
that power is given in the fewest words possible, so that there can 
be no question as to their meaning, and if our materia medica is 
prepared in that manner, it will be as " settled " as the Bible. In 
the preparation of my work, I have constantly kept in mind this 
important consideration. Besides selecting the reliable and charac- 
teristic symptoms, whenever the phraseology of a symptom was 
faulty, or could be expressed in fewer words without changing the 
sense or object of the sentence, it has been done. The study, 
compilation, condensation and labor devoted to perfecting and 
securing a pure materia medica have occupied all of these years. 
As soon as a section devoted to a region or anatomical division of 
the body was completed, it was turned over to a competent clerk, 
who would re-write the symptoms many times over, and place 
them where they could be found at once when desired in the Con- 
cordance Repertory. This being done, the manuscript was packed 
away for future reference. It is discovered that this work, being 
a compilation from and a revision of all materia medicas, is just 
what the profession needs at this time. 

This materia medica differs entirely in arrangement from any 
work heretofore published. It is rubrical, because it gives only 
symptoms which may be underlined with red ink as perfectly re- 
liable. It is regional, because it is in sections, and each section is 
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devoted to a region or organ. It is truly a text-book, because it has 
wide spaces between the symptoms to provide a receptacle for 
future provings, clinical symptoms, notes or observations, and for 
gleanings from other works and periodicals. Therefore it is called 
the Rubrical and Regional Text-book of the Homoeopathic Materia 
Medica. 

That the profession may see just what this work is, one section — 
that devoted to the Urine and Urinary Organs — has been selected 
and is now offered. If the plan and work find favor with the 
profession, the other sections will follow in rapid succession. 

With expressions of the highest appreciation of and thankful- 
ness for the cordial manner in which my former work has been 
received by the profession, and with the hope that the present will 
meet with like favor, I am
